There  were  three  still  births  during  1956.

A District  Midvafo  is  appointed  and  a Maternity  and  Child 
V;  elf  are  Clinic  is  neld  weekly.  An  ante-natal  clinic  is 
organised  by  local  medical  practitioners.  The  arrangements 
generally  for  care  of  ■3::i3ectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young 
children  are  adequate.  The  health  visiting  service  is  working 
satisfactorily. 

ILLNESS  - CARE  AND  AFTFd.  C/iRE  Vaccination  and  diphtheria 
immunisation -services -are  available.  The  ambulance  service  is 
very  good  and  the  domestic  help  service  satisfactory. 
Pathological  investi rations  are  carried  out  at  the  Pathological 
Labcratcry,  Tein.is  C.  v.r  ' Rv^^al,  Cambridge.  Hospital  treatment 


is  available  at  Nodding  ton  Hospital,  Addenbrooke' s Hospital  aid 
PeterborcJgh  Memorial  Hospital. 

S AHITAHY  GlhCUMSTAHCES  OF  THE  AHEA 

WATER  SUPPLY  Wisbech  & strict  Water  Board  are  the  Statutory 
Authority -and  a piped  main  supply  from  Marham,  Norfolk,  is 
provided  to  1446  houses  directly,  whilst  3^6  houses  are  only 
supplied  by  standpipes.  The  remaining  houses  in  the  outlying 
rural  area  have  no  piped  suppler.  The  houses  which  are  only 
supplied  by  standpipes  are  msinly  in  poor  structural  condition 
and  provide  some  guide  as  to  the  possible  size  of  any  slum 
clearance  scheme  which  may  be  envisaged. 

It  is  essential  not  only  to  continue  to  attract  workers 
to  the  outlying  fen  area  but  also  to  provide  a satisfactory 
standard  of  health  and  amenity  that  piped  mains  supply  should 
be  afforded  to  the  outlying  districts  of  the  area  as  soon  as 
possible. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  House  refuse  is  cleared  by  contract  weekly. 
There 'is  -room 'for  improvement  in  the  method  of  collection  and 
the  equipment  available.  A critical  labour  shortage  hampers 
the  improvement  of  these  services  but  steps  to  improve  the 
service  should  be  taken  as  opportunity  is  afforded. 

The  labour  shortage  h^mapers  work  at  the  Refuse  Dump  but 
the  situation  here  is  generally  becoming  more  satisfactory, 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  There  are  no  natural  rivers  or  streams 
v.'-i't'hin 'the 'Urban 'Area.  ITie  town  is  situated  on  a layer  of 
Kimmeridge  clay  throv/n  up  and  forming  high  land  above  the  fen. 
1'he  rainfall  in  the  area  has  always  gravitated  on  the  east  and 
vvest  sides  into  the  lov/-lying  fens.  This  outfall  is  intercepted 
by  the  artificial  cuts  and  ’’rivers”  made  some  three  hundred 
years  ago  when  the  fens  were  reclaimed. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  This  is  entirely  on  the  water  carriage 
system  '±n  'the  'Urban  'Area. 

SCHOOLS  The  schools  are  all  supplied  with  piped  water  and  the 
general  sanitary  conditions  are  satisfactory,

b)  Food. 


Since  the  de-rationing  of  meat,  regular  weekly 
inspection  of  slaughtiered  carcases  totalled  100  per  cent 
of  the  kill.  Most  of  this  work  was  done  after  normal  office 
hours. 


The  slaughterhouses  in  operation  total  five  and  are 
v/ell  kept  ajid  in  good  structural  order.  All  these  premises 
are  certification  centres  for  the  Deadv^eight  Guarantee 
Scheme.  Generally  the  butchers  are  to  be  commended  on 
the  supply  of  good  quality  meat  and  the  quantity  of  meat 
condemned  is  small,  totalling  only  ^60  lbs.  from  all  causes. 
A minor  quantity  of  tinned  food  was  accepted  for  disposal 
as  'onfit  for  human  consumption. 


The  premises  of  food  retailers  have  been  inspected  and 
found  generally  satisfactory.  An  increase  in  the  standard 
of  hygiene  has  been  apparent  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
standard  will  continue  to  rise  particularly  in  the  sale 
of  goods  ?/rapped  and  sealed  to  prevent  contamination. 

There  were  no  food  poiaoning  outbreai^s  reported.  Inspection 
of  ice-cream  producers  and  retailers  are  made  and 
satisfactory  conditions  of  sale  prevail.  The  greater  part 
of  ice-cream  and  frozen  fruit  juices  are  produced  outside 
the  district  and  retailed  wrapped  or  cartoned  by  well-known 
branded  firms.  This  results  in  the  production  of  an 
efficient  and  carefully  controlled  material. 


Three  food  preparation  rooms  have  been  reconstructed 
to  conform  to  the  best  principles  of  hygiene.

Grand  Total 
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23  houses  and  bungalows  have  been  completed  during  'the 
year.  Subsoil  drainage  and  grassing  of  the  open  spaces 
remain.  12  trees  were  planted  at  Station  Street/Station 
Road  corner  by  Council  workmen. 


Building  progress  was  reasonable  and  a better  quality 
of  material  was  obtainable  and  standards  of  workmanship 
were  liigher.  The  easing  of  controls  of  materials  has 
contributed  to  this  end.  Costs  continue  to  rise  and 
appended  below  is  a statement  of  the  rate  of  increase  in 
v;ages  of  building  craftsmen  and  labourers.

Housing  development  by  private  enterprise  continued 
on  a modest  scale  only,  6 houses  being  commenced  in  the 
year.  The  principal  difficulty  in  the  way  of  would-be 
developers  is  the  absence  of  suitable  building  land 
mthin  the  town  urban  fence.  Perhaps  some  major 
contribution  to  the  over-coming  of  this  difficulty  may 
res'olt  over  the  years  from  the  forthcoming  slum  clearance 
s ch  em  es . 


Housing  Repairs. 

54  houses  at  Willey  Terrace  and  Curf  Terrace  have 
been  repainted  by  direct  labour  and  20  houses  at  Bumsfield 
Estate  by  P.  W,  Simpson  & Sons  at  an  average  inclusive 
cost  of  £15/16/-  per  house.  With  present  staff  regular 
repainting  is  impossible  and  tenders  for  repainting  some 
estates  should  be  asked  from  local  contractors.  The 
execution  of  this  wjork  by  contractors  and  direct  lahour 
side  by  side  vdll  produce  the  best  result  and  obviate 
the  difficulties  of  providing  full  employment  for  a large 
number  of  painters  during  the  winter.  Repairs  to  boundary 
fencing  are  extensively  required.  Some  work  has  already 
been  carried  out. 

Mechtrical  tubing  has  been  inserted  in  24  external 

W.C.s. 


Minor  repairs  continue  to  be  executed  by  direct  labour 
with  a considerable  saving  in  cost  to  the  Council, 

It  7dll  soon  be  possible  to  provide  full-time 
employment  for  another  handyman  plumber. 

Imurovement  Grants.  Housing  Acts.  1Q4Q  and  IQ'54. 

Four  applications  7/ere  approved  during  the  year  to 
which  the  Co'oncil  contribution  is  £8/1  : 11  : 8 of  which 
Mr,  A.  R,  Tucker  has  not  yet  claimed  £244,  and  the  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  Christ  Church  Oxford  £542. 

SLUM  CLEARAI^fCE. 

During  the  year  a careful  and  lengthy  examination  of 
property  resulted  in  the  issue  of  demolition  and  closing 
orders  for  50  properties.  Some  I8  houses  were  inspected 
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in  detail.  The  Council’s  plan  for  a five  year  clearance 
scheme  resulted  ill  99  houses  being  earmarked  for  demolition. 
Progress  in  respect  of  modernisation  of  houses  remains  slow.

The  number  of  intements  during  the  year  was  69. 

The  revised  arrangements  for  removal  of  clay  from  the  site 
have  v/orked  reasonably  satisfactorily.  Grass  cutting 
occupies  most  of  the  time  during  the  summer  months.  The 
greatest  handicap  with  this  work  is  the  hand  clipping 
around  grave  stones  and  borders,  and  if  this  could  be 
reduced  by  introduction  of  speedier  methods  I feel  that  the 
Cemetery  appearance  could  be  improved  v/ithout  additional 
expense.

The  recent  survey  of  neighbouring  authorities  showed 
that  this  weekly  cost  averaged  between  authorities  was  6d. 

Organisation  of  collection  remains  difficult  due  to 
labour  problans.  Waste  paper  is  still  received  at  Grove 
House  and  sold  as  market  conditions  warrant.  The  baling 
of  waste  paper  is  carried  out  in  periods  of  wet  weather 
and  forms  a useful  method  of  employment  for  outside  workmen. 
Recently  the  market  price  has  improved  and,  provided  no 
collection  rounds  are  made,  there  is  no  cost  to  the 
Authority, 

Disposal  at  Campole  Dump  continues.  The  Contractors 
for  disposal  of  light  scrap  and  tins  are  becoming  unreliable 
and  consideration  may  have  to  be  given  to  tin  baling  again 
urJ.es3  other  means  of  disposal  are  adopted.  Rat 
infestation  at  the  Dump  is  always  a problem  despite 
\dgorous  efforts  to  control  outbreaks.  I feel  that  the 
present  method  of  disposal  is  unhygienic  and  that  carefdl 
consideration  shoudl  be  given  to  the  introduction  of 
controlled  tipping  as  and  v/hen  sites  can  be  surveyed.  The 
major  prcblecs  of  controlled  tipping  are  increased  cost, 
lack  of  adequate  conscientious  labour  and  continual  provision 
of  inert  covering  soil  and  material.

Total  mileage  of  roads  maintained 

Numerous  minor  repairs  were  carried  out  and  a large 
number  of  minor  improvements  and  repairs  are  still  out- 
standing. 

Street  scavenging  continues  but  shortage  of  labour 
makes  this  service  the  pariah  of  the  various  activities. 

The  liaison  betv/een  the  Authority  and  the  County  Council 
on  snow  clearing  and  gritting  of  County  roads  works 
smoothly  and  has  ensured  a reasonably  safe  surface  to 
most  roads  early  in  the  day  in  frosty  periods. 

Street  lighting  of  the  shopping  centre  by  2^0  watt 
mercury  vapour  lamps  gives  adequate  conditions  for 
pedestrian  and  vehicular  traffic.  The  remainder  of  the 
built-up  area  is  nov/  provided  with  at  least  Class  B 
lighting  and  provides  an  adequate  safety  factor  for 
motorists  and  for  police  protection  work. 

Sevier  age  and  Sewage  Disposal . 

No  major  flooding  took  place.  Bridge  Street  sevirer 
still  requires  careful  regular  maintenance.  The  Gas  Board 
have  discontinued  the  making  of  gas  at  Chatteris.  Further 
collapse  of  the  cul verted  sewers  -at  the  rear  of  High 
Street  and  in  St.  Martin’s  Road  took  place.  Sev/er  dykes 
of  180  chains  were  cleaned  out.  Outfalls  and  sewers 
have  been  regularly  treated  for  rat  infestation  with  good 
results. 

The  Acre  Fen  Sewage  plant  continues  to  produce  good 
quality  effluent.  Some  difficulty  is  experienced  in  low 
voltage  periods  when  coils  tend  to  burn  out  and  in  clearing 
sludge  beds  in  wet  weather.  Disposal  of  dried  sludge  to 
local  farmers  providesa  satisfactory,  if  unproductive, 
final  disposal. 

Closet  accommodation  in  the  town  area  is  wholly  water 
borne. 


Work  on  the  new  sewage  scheme  and  the  new  link  sewers 
made  good  progress  during  the  year.  The  trunk  sewers  were 
completed  and  substantial  parts  of  the  v;orks  ¥»rere  completed. 
It  should  be  possible  for  the  plant  to  be  commissioned  an 

July,  1957.
